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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the application filed December 1 8, 2 001 . 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, ,! the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: a) 72a and 72b (See 
Figure 19. A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Specification 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 
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The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

5. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it utilizes the word "said" (See 
Abstract. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

6. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

7. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

8. Claims 7, 8 and 10-18 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. See 
MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 7, 8 and 10-18 have not been further treated on the 
merits. 

9. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: a) the headings are 
not correct. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1.72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of the 

invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the specification unless 
the title is provided in an application data sheet. The title of the invention should 
be brief but technically accurate and descriptive, preferably from two to seven 
words may not contain more than 500 characters. 



(b) Cross-References to Related Applications : See 37 CFR 1 .78 and MPEP § 201 . 1 1 . 
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(c) Statement Regarding Federally Sponsored Research and Development : See MPEP 
§310. 

(d) Incorporation-By-Reference Of Material Submitted On a Compact Disc: The 
specification is required to include an incorporation-by-reference of electronic 
documents that are to become part of the permanent United States Patent and 
Trademark Office records in the file of a patent application. See 37 CFR 1 .52(e) 
and MPEP § 608.05.

CFR 1.97 and 37 CFR 1.98 : A description of the related art known to the 
applicant and including, if applicable, references to specific related art and 
problems involved in the prior art which are solved by the applicant's 
invention. This item may also be titled "Background Art." 

(f) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(d). A brief summary or 
general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The summary is 
separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward the invention rather 
than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may point out the advantages of the 
invention or how it solves problems previously existent in the prior art (and 
preferably indicated in the Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it 
should point out in general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the 
nature and gist of the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. 
Objects of the invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

Where elements or groups of elements, 
compounds, and processes, which are conventional and generally widely known 
in the field of the invention described and their exact nature or type is not 
necessary for an understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the 
art, they should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, compounds, or 
processes may not be commonly or widely known in the field, the specification 
should refer to another patent or readily available publication which adequately 
describes the subject matter. 

(i) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01(m). The claim or claims 
must commence on separate sheet (37 CFR 1.52(b)). Where a claim sets forth a 
plurality of elements or steps, each element or step of the claim should be 
separated by a line indentation. There may be plural indentations to further 
segregate subcombinations or related steps. See 37 CFR 1.75 and MPEP § 
608.01(i)-(p).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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1 1 . Claims 1 , 2 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is not clear what is meant by the following: a) "dispersed in such a 
way that 95% or more of them (in terms of their area in cross section) form aggregates of 
complex configuration joined together" (See Claim 1); b) "being dispersed in the form of 
aggregates of complex configuration joined together" (See Claim 2); and c) "form aggregates of 
complex configuration joining together" (See Claim 6). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

12. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

13. Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Arkawa et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 4,497,875). 

In regards to claim 3, Arakawa et al. ("Arakawa") discloses the following: 

a) composite material composed of metal and inorganic particles (See Column 2 

Lines 49-51). 

In regards to claim 3, Arakawa fails to disclose the following: 

a) having a smaller coefficient of thermal expansion than said metal, characterized 
in that said inorganic particles have a Vickers hardness of 300 or less. 

Although Arakawa does not specifically disclose the limitations listed above, it would 

have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made that 
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the devices would have the characteristics stated above because they consist of copper and 
copper oxide. 

In regards to claim 4, Arakawa discloses the following: 

a) composite material composed of metal and inorganic particles (See Column 2 

Lines 49-51). 

In regards to claim 4, Arakawa fails to disclose the following: 

a) smaller coefficient of thermal expansion than said metal, said composite 
material having a coefficient of thermal expansion which increases by 0.0250.035 ppm/° C on 
average per W/m*K at 20°C in the range of 20-105°C. 

Although Arakawa does not specifically disclose the limitations listed above, it would 

have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made that 

the devices would have the characteristics stated above because they consist of copper and 

copper oxide. 

In regards to claim 5, Arakawa discloses the following: 

a) composite material composed of metal and inorganic particles (See Column 2 

Lines 49-51). 

In regards to claim 5, Arakawa fails to disclose the following: 

a) having a smaller coefficient of thermal expansion than said metal, characterized 
in that said inorganic particles are dispersed in the form of aggregates joined together, said 
aggregates elongated in the direction of plastic working. 

Although Arakawa does not specifically disclose the limitations listed above, it would 

have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made that 

the devices would have the characteristics stated above because they consist of copper and 

copper oxide. 
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14. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Arakawa et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 4,497,875) in view of Oyama (U.S. Patent No. 5,637,897). 

In regards to claim 9, Arakawa discloses the following: 

a) a plurality of semiconductor elements (71 and 73) mounted on each of said 
insulating substrate (1), each of said insulating substrate having said radiator plate directly joined 
to said insulating substrate through a conductive layer (4, 31, 32, 33 and 34) formed on the upper 
and lower surfaces of said insulating substrate (See Figure 4 and Column 3 Lines 66-68). 

In regards to claim 9, Arakawa fails to disclose the following: 
a) a plurality of insulating substrates. 

However, Oyama discloses the use of multiple insulating substrates (See Column 1 Lines 
13-33 and Column 2 Lines 37-41). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to modify the semiconductor of Arakawa to include 
multiple insulating substrates as disclosed in Oyama because it aids in keeping the device from 
shortening out. 

Conclusion 

15. The following prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: a) Hysell et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,290,080) discloses a buffer fro a 
semiconductor; b) Houston (U.S. Patent No. 4,385,310) discloses a copper strain buffer; and c) 
Sorimachi et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,432,675) discloses a module having thermal contacts.
